In his 
first inaugural address he stated: 


“I have no purpose, directly 
or indirectly to interfere with 
the institution of slavery in the 
states where it exists. I believe 
I have no lawful right to do 
so.” 
Denounce Lincoln 
In the latter part of 
1861 
and 
throughout 1892 abolitionists held 
weekly meetings 
in 
W ashington, 
some times on Sunday in the cham ­ 
ber of the house of representatives 
where their most conspicuous lead­ 
ers denounced Lincoln as a pro­ 
tector of hum an slavery because 
he would not, by executive order, 
declare slaves to be free. 
Lincoln's answer 
to 
them was 
th a t slavery was recognized by the 
constitution, which he had no right 
to set aside. 
Abolitionists sneered 


of Lincoln toward the constitution 
and 
the 
protection 
of 
property 
rights. 
So scrupulous was Lincoln of the 
constitutional guaranties of prop­ 
erty rights and so relucant was he 
to run counter to those guaranties, 
th at even in th a t proclamation he 
extended to all slave holders w’ho 
would, between th a t date and the 
first of January, voluntarily release 
their slaves and support the union 
the promise he would recommend 
they be compensated “for all losses 
by acts of the United States, in ­ 
cluding the loss of slaves.” 
To Lincoln, the federal constitu­ 
tion was not only the supreme law 
of the nation, but the charter of a 
free government, the guaranty of 
individual freedom. 
Profound Education 
His education, 
although meager 
and self-taught, was none the less 
profound. 
By the light of a wood 
fire, after a hard day’s work, he 
read only a few books which he was 
able to borrow, but they dealt wuh 
the fundam entals of our govern­ 
ment. They consisted of the de­ 
bates of the constitutional conven­ 
tion and other debates of the ear­

serving 
more essentially the ends of civil 
and religious liberty than any of 
which history of former tim es tells 
us.” 
He stated it was the duty of 
his generation to preserve th a t form 
of governm ent and then he con- 
! tinned: 
“How then shall we do this? 
At what point shall we expect 
the approach of danger? By 
w hat means shall 
we 
fortify 
against it? Shall 
we 
expect 
some 
tran s-Atlantic m ilitary 
genius to step across the ocean 
and crush us? Never! * * * 
At what point, then, is 
the 
approach of danger to be ex­ 
pected?

It is not our frown­ 
ing battlements, our bristling 
sea coasts, the guns of 
our 
warships or the strength 
of 
oar gallant army. These are 
not our reliance against a re ­ 
sumption of tyranny

land. Our reliance is the love

liberty 
which 
God 
has 
planted in our bosoms. Our 
defense la in the preservation 
of the spirit which prizes lib­ 
erty as the heritage 
of 
our 
land. 
Destroy this spirit and 
you have planted the

of despotism around your very 
doors * * * you have lost the 
genius of your own indepen­ 
dence and become the fit sub­ 
jects of the first cunning ty ­ 
rant who rises among you.”

The most notable illustration of 
this trait of Lincoln was exhibited 
in the campaign of 1858, in his can­ 
didacy for the United States Senate 
against Stephen A. Douglas. 
The 
setting of that campaign is needed 
to give one a clear idea of the men­ 
tal integrity and political courage 
of Lincoln. 
A Country Lawyer 
With the exception of three un­ 
eventful terms in the Illinois legis­ 
lature, and a single term in Con­ 
gress, Lincoln had not been in pub­ 
lic life. 
He was merely a country 
lawyer In Illinois. Douglas was one 
of the outstanding men of his day, 
held by his friends to have no equal 
as a debater and few as an orator. 
He had been in public life almost 
I continuously since he was of age. in

“Neither let us be slandered 
from our duty by false accuse - 
ticns against as, nor frighten­ 
ed from it by menaces of de­ 
struction to the government.
